The axiom qonceinlng great men’B 
soils does not hold good in the case 
of Darwin. Four surviving sons of his 
are men of eminence. 
Sir George 
Howard Jiarwin, K. C. IL, L. D.. U. Sc., 
is Plumiaii 
professor of 
asti’ononiy 
and cxiieriniental philosophy at Cam­ 
bridge, and has made valuable dis­ 
coveries in meteorological science. Mr. 
F'rancis Darwin, who is a doctor of 
medicine and a distinguished botanist, 
has been foreign 
secretary of 
the 
Royal society since 1903; he w’as his 
father’s assistant at Down, and after 
the latter’s death wrote a life of him 
and editcif his letters. 
Maj. Leonard 
Darwin was on the staff intelligence 
department of the war office; 
he 
served on several scientific expedi­ 
tions, and after retiring

This 
sy stem o f spectacles is generally ado pt­ 
ed while the ho rse is y o ung, and its 
effect o n his step and actio n is said 
to be remarkable.

edge of the Covenanters’ Banner, of 
Scotland, significant of 
the 
l^rcague 
Covenant of the United States against 
(ippression. 
Tlie stars are disposed in 
a circle symbolizing the perpetuity of 
the union, the ring signifying eternity. 
1 lie thirteen striiies wu’th the thirteen 
stars show the number of the united 
foleiiies and denote subordination of 
the states to the union, as 
wmll 
as 
eciiialily among themselves. 
The red, 
the color wdiich in the Itomaii days 
"Was a sy mb o l ‘of 
défiance, 
denotes 
daring, and the white, purity.” 
The resolution establis’iing the flag 
W’as not promulgated by the secretary 
of the congress until 
September 
3, 
1777. 
This flag was first carried in 
ihe battle of the Brandywine, Septem­ 
ber 11, 1777, and *.vas borne in all of 
the sulisequent eiicampnients, march­ 
es, campaigns and battles of the W a r 
of the Revolution. 
The origin of “ Flag Day” was on 
June 14, 1889. . The originatdr was 
George Bolch, who was in charge of 
a free kindergarten for the poor in 
New York City, 
The ]>atriotic idea 
was conceived by this obscure educa­ 
tor, who put it inbi execution with 
his school of little ones; and the ex­ 
ercises attractofc^ so much attention as 
to strike a popular chord. 
The news­ 
papers took it up, and the state board 
of education adopted the idea unani­ 
mously. 
The American Flag association was 
organized twelve years ago 
to

wireless signals 
from balloons, have 
made 
prepara­ 
tions for a trial trip in their aeria^ 
craft tomorrow. 
Accordirig to their plans, the great 
trip will be from some point in Ohio, 
which is believed 
to 
be the state 
nearest to Mars, and will take place 
In September, when the neighboring 
planet will be in much closer prox imi­ 
ty to the earth than now. 
During August Prof. Todd and Mr. 
Stevens will take regular ex ercise at 
breathing tank ox ygen In an airtight 
compartment to acclimate them to life 
in the 
airtight 
aluminum 
compart­ 
ments in which they will be penned 
for the greater part of their flight to 
signal Mars. 
“ One of the things which we have 
settled 1s the 
question 
of 
ballast, 
which has been 
troubling 
us,” said 
Mr. Stevens. 
“ It will be impossible 
for us to carry sand or anything of 
that sort. We have decided, therefor« ’, 
to carry water as ballast, which will 
be released by stop cocks in alumi­ 
num box es. 
“ The balloon will 
have 
a 
lifting 
power of two and one-half tons, and 
throwing over of a quarter of a pound 
of ballast will send the balloon up 1,- 
000 feet.” 
Mr. Stevens and the professor have 
placed orders in France for a special 
barograph and other Instruments for 
their flight. Ten miles of a specially 
made wire will be paid out, so that 
the two men may keep in touch with 
the earth. This will weigh about 200 
pounds.
